The highest forms of civilization at- 
tained by man, Austin H. Clark of the 
Smithsonian Institution has observed, rest 
upon say acquired knowledge which is 
most nearly approached, not by other 
mammals as might be expected, but by 
the insects. Mr. Clark, who is the author 
of a number of works on zo-ology, has of 
course found some birds and mamals which 
have practices in common with the more 
civilized classes of men. The complicated 
engineering achievements of beavers and the 
intricate construction of some birds nests 
are examples. Bower birds also have a taste 
for ornamenting their nests with shells, 
and pack rats, crows, and jays enjoy the 
human miser’s trait of hiding away anything 
shiny which they come upon to gloat over in 
solitude. 

Insects, however, make much _ broader 
applications of the principles of physics 
and chemistry which, he holds, are two of 
the sciences that have contributed most to 
the elevation of man’s estate. Wasps learned 
to make paper long before man acquired 
that art, an

One species, before laying eggs on a cater- 
pillar or spider, paralyzes the victim with 
an injection of formic acid which at the same 
time preserves it from decay, while another 
kind protects the eggs themselves with a 
thin layer of this chemical when depositing 
them and allows the hcst to go on with 
business as usual?

A large cow moose has already been cap- 
tured in the woods of New Brunswick by 
game wardens and will be shipped to Boston 
at an early date. New Brunswick officials 
in charge of the big exhibit from that province 
are hoping that a live bull moose may be 
obtained to show Bostonians what fine 
specimens of wild game exist in that ter- 
ritory. 

Two nationally known anglers whose 
reputation as fishermen ranks them as 
champions will entertain with daily demon- 
strations throughout the period of the Show.

On Unitorm Traffic Laws 


The Townsman has pleaded the 
cause of making uniform traffic regula- 
tions through the State and even 
throughout the country on numerous 
occasions. Progress in this direction has 
been very slow and seems to lose rather 
than gain in proportion to the increase 
of motorists. The following editorial 
from the “ Boston Herald” of December 
15, entitled “Back Bay Motoring” 
throws an interesting light on the situ- 
ation in Boston; and points out the 
need of improvement in Massachusetts: 


The plan of Capt. Anderson of the Boyl- 
ston street police station to reduce motor 
accidents in the Back Bay will get careful 
attention from everybody. His district is 
particularly important as cars by the 
thousands come through it every day. The 
division includes a checkerboard of avenues 
and side streets between Boylston and 
Beacon streets on the long end, and Massa- 
chusetts avenue and Arlington street on the 
short, and the temptation to “step on it” is 
strong when a motorist is proceeding along 
Beacon, Newbury or Marlboro. street or 
Commonwealth aver ue. Many of the inter- 
sections are necessarily without police pro- 
tection, and there have been so many acci- 
dents that Capt. Anderson’s determination 
to try to effect a remedy is easily understood. 

The main cause of motor accidents is 
driving faster than conditions warrant, A 
speed of fifty miles an hour may be entirely 
safe in some sections, and five an hour 
criminally fast in another. Whether Capt. 
Anderson’s proposed limit, twenty miles an 
hour in all parts of his division, is proper and 
feasible may be questioned. Whether he is 
justified in his strictures on the speed of 
motorists who dash forward on the ‘’go” 
signal, is also debatable, In the streets 
farther downtown, a motorist who goes no 
faster than twenty miles an hour when a 
traflic officer beckons him, receives withering 
looks from the man in blue, and silent re- 
prosciics and a noisy horn from the motorist 
sehind him, Certainly there are periods even 
in the middle of the day when a mile in three 
minutes is over-slow, even in the Back Bay, 
and impedes the movement of traffic. In 
Beacon street, for example, where there is 
little cross travel, a rate of twenty miles an 
hour is slower than even extremely careful 
drivers consider necessary. Early in the 
morning or late at night, only an abnormally 
conscientious driver does less than twenty- 
five, or thirty miles an hour in some stretches. 

There is also objection to Capt. Anderson’s 
plan in that it will be effective only in his own 
division, Just where his district ends and 
others begin, hardly anybody knows except 
the policemen themselves and police re- 
porters. Surely the motorist does not know 
when he crosses the invisible border between 
divisions 16 and 4. If Capt. Anderson has 
one set of rules and his brother “Skipper” 
of LaGrange street another, the motorist 
will get into trouble by doing or failing to do 
in one section what he is forbidden or sup- 
posed to do in the other, Already vexed by a 
mass of regulations which he hardly under- 
stands and which often appear to conflict, 
the driver is apparently to have more diffi- 
culties. 

And here is one of the great exasperations 
of the whole situation. We lack uniformity. 
We have all talked a great deal about the 
desirability of common regulations, but the 
rules enforced at present are of divers kinds, 
and often contradictory. In some places, 
red lights are a signal to stop. In others they 
are merely warnings of a crossroad of a 
dangerous turn. Some signals are on the 
right of the road, some on the left, and some 
overhead, Various street car lines display 
red lights which means nothing in particular 
to motorists. In Boston, the average driver 
has his window on the left open and signals 
with his arm when he intends to turn or to 
stop. In other places, drivers keep their 
windows closed and use hardly any arm 
signals at all. “Speed limit, twenty miles an 
hour” means a fine if disobeyed in some streets 


and sections, and in others is merely a 
reminder that you need not believe in signs, 

You pass some traflic towers on the left 
and others on the right. Some signal stations 
have printed instructions and others have 
none at all. You are supposed to stay in line 
at some intersections, and are allowed to pick 
your own place in others. You stop or are 
He i to stop before entering some 
boulevards, and some you enter as though 
you were turning from one side street into 
another. The signals of one traffic policeman 
are clear and unmistakable. Those of another 
leave you in doubt as to whether he is signal- 
ling you to go ahead, is warning you to stop, 
or is indulging in calisthenics. When, as 
apparently in the case of Capt. Anderson, 
an official makes sudden changes and does 
not correlate them with the established 
practices in other sections, the confusion 
which exists as between city and city extends 
to the confines of the same city. 

The police, street commissioners and 
various law-making bodies have done much 
to make driving less dangerous, but the great 
work is yet to be done, and the millennium 
is not in sight. There is still a vast and 
tremendously important task to be ac- 
Cb ie by Massachusetts in harmonizing 
regulations, giving them some measure of 
permanency, and informing pedestrians and 
motorists about them. The undertaking is 
not too small for a man of the Hoover, Schw: b, 
Gow or Storrow type. Well-planned and 
energetically and wisely administered, a 
wholesale reform would have the warm 
approval of the riding and walking public 
and would greatly reduce the frightful 
highway mortality which continues year 
after year. 

Editorial Cinders 

This week, a story of another ex- 
plosion—this time in Woburn—has 
appeared in the newspapers. This is the 
third catastrophe of the kind that has 
occurred within a short period, the well 
remembered tragedies of Everett and 
Lynn remaining fresh in the memories 
of most people. Opponents of the Zoning 
Ordinance, who had such a good time 
ignoring this method of protection at the 
last town meeting may well sit up and 
take notice. The prospects of having 
one’s domicile crash about one’s ears, 
merely because his neighbor sees fit to 
erect an oil tank or powder factory, is 
none too pleasant.

Appoint Committees to Prevent Spread 
of Influenza 


At a joint meeting of the Andover Board 
'of Health and the Andover branch of the 
Red Cross held Sunday afternoon, committee 
were appointed to act immediately if the 
threatening epidemic of influenza materializes 
in town, Prompt and vigorous measures 
will be taken to check and relieve the danger 
of a serious contagion. This dread illness 
is spreading all over the country, having 
started on the west coast and rapidly spread- 
ing to the east. As yet no cases in Andover 


'have been reported to the local Board of 


Health. 

It was voted to adopt the general measures 
suggested by George H. Bigelow, M.D., 
commissioner of public health. These rules 
are as follows: 

1. Do not close schools, churches, etc. 

2. Do not mask the population, 

3. Do not use vaccine sera. 

4. Hospitalize only selected cases since 
moving al patients has bad effects, 

Advice to be given: 

1. If possible, avoid crowded cars, halls 
and do not go visiting. 

2. Live hygienically, eat good food, get 
plenty of exercise and sleep. 

3. Avoid all excesses. 

4. At first indications of illness, go to bed 
and stay there until well. 

5. Do not resume ordinary work until 
coapletery recovered,

Wild Flowers in Cultivation 


“I hope that sometime we shall haye 
distinctively American gardens, not English 
or Spanish or Italian, but distinctively 
American gardens, with native plants anda 
background of shrubs or trees which grow 
naturally in the vicinity.” said Herbert 
Durand speaking on “Wild Flowers in 
Cultivation” at the regular meeting of the 
November club held on Monday afternoon, 

“There are many native plants equal if 
not superior in beauty, grace of habit and 
refinement of color to the foreign importa- 
tions which are given places of honor,” 
continued Mr. Durand. To prove his state- 
ment, he showed a seies of beautifully colored 
slides picturing plants gathered in the New 
England woods and fields, as well as the 
Mississippi valley and the Rocky mountains, 


Island. There were also slides showing 
other choice plants not yet naturalized 
which would be the envy of any gardeners, 

Beautifully colored pictures of English 
gardens disclosed the fact that plants, 
native to America, had been used to great 
advantage. the proportion sometimes run- 
ning as high as fifty per cent. 

The slides, which were all exquisitely 
colored, were successfully shown by means 
of the new stereopticon recently purchased 
by the club. 

Mr. Durand kindly furnished a list of 
growers who have made a specialty of 
collecting and propagating native plants 
with the hope that Andover gardens may 
attain his ideal and become distinctively 
American.

Stamps That Don’t Stick 

Charles S$. Groves, the Globe’s Wash- 
ington correspondent, recently wired home 
some cheering news for all users of postage 
stamps and other postage paper issued by 
the Federal government. “Commenting 
on complaints which are received from time 
to time of the quality of postage stamps 
which Uncle Sam issues at the rate of 
90,000,000 a day,” states Mr. Groves, 
“the Post Office Department, as repre- 
sented by Rovert S. Regard, Third Assistant 
Postmaster General, says the public is 
entitled to one hundred percent service 
and efficiency.” Some of the complaints 
that have been sent to Washington in regard 
to the inferior kind of glue used on the backs 
of stamps and on the flaps of stamped 
envelopes, charge the ense to “Coolidge 
economy.” Long before President Coolidge 
entered the White House the government 
was putting out stamps and envelopes that 
positively refused to stay stuck. The Bureau 
of Engraving is reported to be constantly 
experimenting for the urpose of producing 
a uniform standard an is constantly check- 
ing up on the quality of glue and the paper 
used. One would never surmise that from 
the results shown thus far. However, there 
may be fault on both sides. Mr. Groves 
reports that an animal glue would not 
be practical for use in the United States 
on account of varied climatic conditions 
of the country. Here is-another side of the 
story according to Mr. Groves: 

“The postage stamp gum, as it is called, 
on United States stamps is a vegetable 
compound, with dextrine as a base. This 
is a tapioca starch product, made from a 
casaba bean grown in South America, the 
other ingredients being water and glucose. 
The proportion is sixty-five percent dextrine, 
thirty percent water, and fie percent glucose. 
It is absolutely harmless and in the process 
of manufacture is never touched by human 
hands. 

“Recently improvements have been made 
in machining the roller and reducing the 
‘breaker marks’ on the back of the stamps 
from four to one so that there will be heavier 
surface of gum. The elimination of these 
breaker marks is expected to assure not only 
a heavier but a more even application of 
gum. 

“The bureau believes that individuals 
frequently fail to use the proper care in 
moistening and affixing stamp to envelopes. 
Great care is taken to seal the flap of the 
envelope but the stamp itself is hurriedly 
applied and dropped into the mail shute 
insufficiently moistened. Rarely are stamps 
returned to the bureau that on test are 
not usable. 

“The bureau of engraving does not seck 
to avoid responsibility nor does it object 
to complaints. On the contrary it wishes 
to have called to its attention what appears 
to be anything below standard the public 
has a right to expect. It is pointed out that 
if the purchaser who buys a book of stamps 
discovers that they do not stick will send 
the book to the bureau with a letter of com- 
plaint, the defective stamps will be made 
good and that he will be doing not only 
himself but tne public also a service.”

Faced with Problem of Providing 
Lumber 

Once the leading lumber producing 
section of the country, the North Atlantic 
States now face the necessity of restoring 
their forests to supply a greater percentage 
of their own timber needs, says the Forest 
Service, United States Department of 
Agriculture. This problem, involving the 
reforestation of idle and waste lands, the 
rehabilitation of depleted woodlands, and 
the protection from fire of remaining tim- 
ber stands, is now being brought to the 
front in these states. 

The northeastern section of the country, 
from Maine to Maryland, has traveled 
the farthest in the general cycle of timber 
depletion and dependence upon outside 
sources of wood. Up to 1870 this region 
afforded the principal source of supply for 
the entire United States. Millions of feet 
of lumber were exported and lumbering 
and ship-building were chief industries. 
Today the northeastern states must import 
seventy percent of their lumber from the 
southern and western states and from foreign 
sources. The remaining virgin forests of the 
North Atlantic States are chiefly in Maine 
with scattered areas in New Hampshire 
and Vermont. The last remnant of virgin 
forest in Connecticut was cut within the 
past decade. 

Although dropping far down the list 
as a lumber region, the northeastern sec- 
tion still produces fifty-three percent of | 
all the paper manufactured in the United | 
States. One of the most critical forest 
problems of this section, it is declared, is 
the future maintenance of the vast paper 
industry which represents a capital invest- 
ment of some $565,000,000. Already about 
half the pulp wood used in this industry 
in the Northeast must be imported from 
Canada. 

Abandonment of farms in New England 
during the last fifty years has done much 
to increase the potential forest area, trees 
creeping in where once field crops grew. 
While timber depletion has gone far, the 
northeastern states have probably gone 
farther in reforestation than any other 
section of the country, according to the 
Forest Service. Realization of the impor- 
tance of reforestation in the profitable 
employment of land, and the urgent need 
of supplying lumber to large cities with 
their highly developed manufacturing in- 
dustries, has resulted in a large amount 
of forestry activity in this region. 

New York leads all other states in tree 
planting. Pennsylvania is famous for its 
state forests, not only because of their 
financial success but because of the recrea- 
tional facilities they offer and the sanctuary 
they afford the wild life. Thanks to the 
restored forests of these states, deer hunting 
is said to be better within a radius of two 
hundred miles of New York City than it is 
in some of the wildest regions of the Rocky 
Mountains. Maine is credited by some 
authorities as having had the first lumber 
mill in America. John E, Hobbs says the 
lumber manufacture began in Berwick, 
Maine, “for in that town was erected in 
1631 the first sawmill in the new world 
of which the date is certain.” 

In surveying the forest situation in other 
states of the North Atlantic region, the 
Forest Service points out that each of these 
states can grow timber indefinitely, as they 
all contain considerable areas which are 


to any other use.

BABSON SAYS PROSPERITY IN OIL 
INDUSTRY DEPENDS ON COOPERATION 


Sees Good Future for Companies with Distribution Facilities — Large Oil - Refining 
Companies Are Making Scientific Selection of Best Sites for Filling 
Stations — Warns Against Overproduction 


Babson Park, Massachusetts. December 
21, 1928, 


“A permanent basis for prosperity in the 
oil business will be found only in cooperation 
of the whole group of operators. Blind 
competition, with over-production as a 
result, was responsible for the prolonged 
depression. On the other hand cooperation, 
with reasonable limitations on output, 
brought the recovery we have seen in the 
past five months. In the Mid-Continent 
oil fields, especially, this cooperation has 

roven effective. Other sections have not 
been so successful with it. For the country 
as a whole the oil supply has been kept 
down to the market requirements and 

rofitable operations are thus made possible. 

Now that things are looking better the 
temptation to over-produce must be guarded 
against. It is entirely possible that the 
human element may over-ride economic 
considerations and that oil stored under 
ground will be uncapped in deluging volume. 
However, operators have had a taste of 
what controlled production can do for the 
industry and that should help. 

“Cooperation eventually must come for 
the whole industry. In the meantime, of 
course, we may have another temporary 
period of wild production before the lesson 
1s thoroughly learned. The threatened 
large increase in California crude oil output 
just now is causing no little concern to those 
who had felt that everything was rosy and 
the clouds all cleared away. This emphasizes 
the necessity, if one is going to buy into the 
oil industry of choosing investments in those 
companies having wide marketing facilities 
and who are not so much affected by fluc- 
tuations in crude oil prices. 


Trend of Crude Oil Output Now Upward 


“After several months of declining crude 
petroleum output, there are now evidences 
that the tide is turning. New pools opened 
in California are offsetting the decline in the 
Mid-Continent fields so that the trend is 
gradually toward larger production. In- 
dications are that by early Spring total 
crude oil output will be running about 


“Inside”? Information 


Lemon and olive oil may be used to 
season spinach. Pass sections of the lemon 
as you would with fish, and a cruet of oil. 

Take the guesswork out of roasting 
beef by using a meat thermometer thrust 
unto the thickest part of the meat.

flood. If these things do not occur by that 
time, the eastern oil price structure may 
be weakened, or at least prevented from 
advancing further, owing to heavy shipments 
from the West. 


Gasoline in Stronger Position 


“T have felt right along that the best 
opportunities are in those companies who 
are large gasoline producers and distributors. 
Gasoline now is in a much stronger statistical 
position than the heavy oils. Of course 
much new refining capacity has recently 
been completed and this will increase gaso- 
line output, possibly to the extent of causing 
temporary price weakness. Regardless of 
what may happen in the near future, how- 
ever, the long term prospects are decidedly 
favorable to those oil companies with chains 
of gasoline filling stations. The reasons for 
this are fundamental. In the first place 
such companies are in a business which is 
constantly growing. Not only are there more 
than 23,000,000 automobiles in the country 
now, but the future of the motor companies 
depends upon constantly increasing the 
number. The automobile has become an 
essential part of American life. To furnish 
it with fuel and other supplies is a regular 
public service, similar to furnishing electric 
power and light to homes and factories. 
I put this feature first because ultimately 
our investments are dependent upon their 
real serivce to the community. 

“Tn the second place the motor fuel busi- 
ness is what may be called a “repeat’’ busi- 
ness. I mean a business that makes sales 
to its customers practically every day 
rather than one which makes a sale only 
once or two or three years. That feature 
is what makes the electric light corse es 
so profitable. Moreover the average family 
today spends more for gasoline than for 
electricity. 


Observance of Christmas 


The first observance of Christmas on the 
date it is now observed was some time 
about the middle of the Fourth Century 
after Christ. Until that time the date of his 
nativity was not settled definitely, since 
the early Christians considered the observ- 
ance of birthdays a pagan custom. Pope 
Telesphorus, in the Second Century, had 
instituted the festival of the birth of Christ 
as a movable ceremony. Julius, bishop or 
Pope of Rome from 337 A. D. to 352, com- 
missioned St. Cyril of Jerusalem to inquire 
thoroughly into the matter of Christ’s 
birth. The result of St. Cyril’s elaborate 
research was that the birth date was held 
by best authority to be December 25. Before 
the end of the Fourth Century all Nations 
of Christendom had accepted December 
25 as the right date. Before that the date 
on which Christmas was observed was Jan- 
uary 6. Today Christmas commemorates 
but one event, the birthday of Christ, but

Filling Stations on Chain Store Idea 

“Big well-managed oil companies having 
large filling station chains are destined ul- 
timately to have the advantages of a mon- 
opoly. The past few years have been given 
to the miscellaneous erecting of filling 
stations by every Tom, Dick, and Harry 
without rhyme or reason. This chaotic 
condition is, however, rapidly giving way to 
calm scientific selection of the best station 
sites by the large oil refining companies 
themselves, The next logical step will be 
consolidation of these chains into super- 
chains. This may in turn lead to state regu- 
lation, with a fixed price for gasoline just 
as rates for electricity are now fixed. 

“This conception of the oil refiners as 
potential public utilities and chain stores 
combined is fundamentally sound, because 
they are peculiarly suited by circumstances 
to occupy that position. They own or lease 
valuable properties strategically located 
for all kinds of trade. They have great 
possibilities of expansion other than through 
the sale of gasoline, oil and motor accessories. 
There is no good reason why they cannot 
sell other kinds of merchandise, just as the 
drug stores now sell coffee, tea, candy, 
writing paper, soda water and hundreds 
of other articles not even remotely connected 
with drugs. Furthermore there is no parking 
pees at the average filling station today 
»ecause they have spacious drives and ample 
room to take care of automobile customers. 

“Moreover, oil companies with these 
marketing facilities are waking up to the 
fact that their business is something more 
than the mere selling of gasoline and oil. 
Rather they now are beginning to recognize 
that they are selling a raruine service to 


the public just as the electric or gas or 
telephone company sells service. Demands 
for that service are going to increase tre- 
mendously over future years

The old bee masters differed great- 
ly on the efficacy of the picturesque 
custom of “ringing” bees, according to 
a writer in the Detroit News. Edmund 


Southern’s “Treatise Concerning the 
Right Use and Ordering of Bees,” 


“When 
up {ft ts nor 
as some doe 


printed in 1594, 
the swarme Is 
good to ring them, 
nay it is a common thing where 
there 1s no experience to keep & 
stirre and lay on either with a Ba 
son, Kettle or Frying pan taking (as 
the common proverb ts) great pains 
and have little thanks: for by such 
means they make the bees angrie and 
go further to settle than otherwise 
they would.” 

Samuel Puchas, a rector in Essex 
at the time, wrote: “There is this 
benefit of ringing, that if you have 
neighbors near you that keep bees 
you may give notice thereby to pre 
vent wrangling if some of theirs 
should rise at the same time. But {' 
they will not be stayed, but hastening 
on still, go beyond your bounds, the 
ancient law of Christendome permit 
teth you to pursue them withersoever 
but our common law is more uncivil 
for if your bees bee out of your 
ground your property is lost, if you 
bee not more courteous.”

Ancients Stored Wine 


in Earthenware Jars 
The vessels chiefly used in the early | 
lays for holding. wine were invari. | 
ably the skins of animals. These skins | 
were formed into crude bags and the’! 
seams were cemented with pitch or 
resin. Such were the wineskins suc 
vessfully employed by the wily Gibeo 
nites in their negotiations with Josh 
un. These were succeeded by the earth 
enware jars known as amphorue, the 
size and shape of which are obviously 
modeled on the primitive wineskin. 
The amphorae was glazed inside and 
not outside, the glazing being a resin. 
pus composition evidently copled from 
that used for wineskins, Its capacity 
was about three gallons, and {ts aper 
ture was at the thick end or top, un 
like the wineskin, which was filled 
and emptied at the thin end or bot- 
tom. This simple but thoroughly 
practical vessel for containing wine 
remained in use without change for 
many centuries in Egypt, Greece and 
Rome. It was stored by thrusting the 
small end into the cellar floor of dry 
sund. When the first tier was com 
pleted it was covered up deeply with 
more dry sand, another tier of am 
phorae was placed above it, also 
smothered in sand, and there it was 
left for years to mature at an eveu 
temperature. 


Time Has Swa'lowed 
Up Ancient Marvels 


Ot the seven wonders of the ancient 
world the only satisfactory survival is 
the first group, the pyramids and the 
great sphinx. The foundation and 
many fragments of the mausoleum 
luve been disclosed by modern exci 
vation; the structure was destroyed 
by an earthquake. Mounds tndicating 
the position of the walls and gardens 
of Babylon have also been fdentitiea 

The Colossus, composed of brass 
cast In pleces, wus overthrown by an 
earthquake in 224 B, C. The pieces 
Iny there for many centuries, until 
took Rhodes. They sold 
the brass to a merchant, who is said 
to huve employed 900 camels to carry 
it away. 

The temple of Diana was burned In 
306 B. C., by Erostartus, an obscure 
individual who thought thus to make 
himself famous.
